United States Supreme Court Upholds 


the Law-Effect of Decision. 


Springfield, 111., April H6.—The deci- 


sion of the United State supreme court 
rotating to tbe constitutionality of the 
Illinois Inheritance tax law was balled 
with delight by the state officials. 
The 


vindication ot tbe law at this critical pe- 
riod, when the question ot raising reve- 
nues for war purposes ia uppermost, 
means much to the Illinois treasury. A 
million dollars a year will probably re- 
sult from the decision, betides a lump 
sum of 11,200,000 due from Chicago in- 
heritances, which have remained unpaid 
pending the decision of the courts. Tbe 
law was passed by the legislature of 1895. 
Attorney General Aiken, who has been 
prosecuting the case, was pleased with 
tbe result when he learned of It today. 
In discussing the matter he cald: 


"The effect of the decision on (ho state 


ravenaa Is problematical. It will depend 
npon tbe number of rich people wbo die. 
It Is safe to say that $500,000 yearly will 
be added to the stata'i fund. An esti- 
mate of 11,000,000 has been made, but I 
think this too high. Than is something 
like $1,200,000 due now In taxes of this 
kind which ought t« be collected. They 
have remained nnpald pending a deeltlon 
of the court. Nearly $1,000,000 of this Is 
sow due In Cook oonnty alone."

In the End American Soldiers Expect 


to Cross the Ocean. 


New York, April 26.—From the elaborate preparations which Spain la making 


to defend tbe coasts of the peninsula, ta well ai the Balearic Islnnds, It wonld ap- 
pear that she has information to the effect that her war with tbe United States will 
not bo confined to this side of the Atlantic but that It will eventually extend to th« 
Old World. In fact, there Is every reason to believe that tbe Spaniards anticipate a 
possibility of an American descent upon their coasts and an Invasion of theh king- 
dom. Dispatches received from Washington tend to confirm this belief, fur, after 
loiiug Cuba and Porto Rioo and possibly tbe Philippines, thg Spaniards refuse to 
come to terms, and persist in declining to accept peace, it will be necessary for the 
United States to cross the ocean in order to bring tbe struggle to a conclusion. 


This is suggested because Madrid may be stubborn, refusing to give in or call 


oat enough, even after losing all her western posfesMone.

Effect of Declaration of War Will be 


to Swell It to 60,000 Men. 


Washington, April 86.—One effect of th« declaration of war issued will bo pure- 


ly domestic. It bad a bearing on the action of congress. 
What it known as tbe 


army reorganization bill has now passed tbe bonie and senate. It provides for the 
increase of the regular army from 27,000 to 60,000 men, but this can only take 
plaoe, accord ing to tin provisions, after there bat been a declaration of war. As a 
remit of the declaration the president can and will at once proceed to make tbe reg- 
ular stray 60,000 stroag.

In their dwellings Shelter from the 


•ain, shade from the sun and1 free cir- 
ulation of air are mainly sought by 
le Japanese, who, as a rule, seem to 
e able to endure much cold. Even on 
inter days their houses are seen en- 
rely open to the mornitg- sun, and in 
U respect they set a good example to 
ieir western brethren. Then, too, 
hese houses must be such as will not 
M readily shaken to the ground in an 
arthquake, for Japan is a land of eorth- 
uakes. 
for security against this duager the 
ouse is put together in a very simple 
ay. All parts of the structure are held 
ogether, one author says, by a system 
'. "dovetailing," neither nails nor 
crews being used in their production, 
xcept for ormament. It is not made 
ast to the ground, but stands upon 
woodwn legs or columns, which are 
merely placed upon stones high enough 


i keep the ends out of water. Then, 
hen an earthquake occurs, the buildV 
ng moves to and fro and settles down 
gain after the vibration has ceased. It 


believed that most of the damage 


rom earthquakes in Japanese cities 
as occurred with houses having- tiled 
oofs, as the tiles are easily shaken 
oose, and, being heavy, cause destruc- 
on in their fall. Buildings with roofs 
f wood or thatch generally escape dam- 
rp 
It is thought that the use of tiled 
oofs arose from the dread of fire. Al- 
jough many roofs are made of stone 
!es, the majority are of wood, bamboo 
r thatch. Thatch is much used in the 
oorer villages; but even temples, as 
ell as dwelling*,, have been known 
o be thatched. Ou the ridge of Ihis 
latched roof the iris is frequently 
lamed, and when in t^oom its <l&rk 
elvety-purpleblossoms a»d light green 
aves give the house a picturesque ap- 
earanee. 
Seen from a distance, the 


age looks as if there were little gar- 


ens on the tops of the houses. 
Most dwellings are but one story 
igh. When th« roof and framework 
re made it remains to arraiige for the 
utside walls and the partitions of the 
omns. Most foreigners regard the out- 
'(Ic walls as huge w indows, for they 
re merely light wooden lattice-work 
rumes covered with « stiff, semitrans- 
>arent paper. These frames slide 
Tooves, so that they can be taken out 
t pleasure, leaving- the whole house 
pen to the cool breezes. At niglit they 
re covered with amndo. or wooden 
hut»t>r<i, which also slide in grooves 
.long- the edge of the veranda or a pro- 
ection of the floor, and w shut in the 
louse. In the daytime the shutters are 
nished Lack so as to form ornamental 
sicl« pieces. This kind of wall and win- 
low in one is anothrr of the needs ol 
building in an earthquake land, where 
he use of glass would be dangerous 
ind costl}. 


The reoyns are made by mean1! oi 


sliding partitions of woven bamboo or 
else of paper-covered lattice-work sim- 
lar to the outside walls, fitted into 
rrooves in the-ceiling. The ceiling nnc 
ill the frames for outside and inside 
walls are of unpainted wood, and all 
»rts of the house are generally kepi 
wrfectly clean.—Ida Tigner Hodnett 
n St. Nicholas.
